OFFICER IS KILLED 
BY RUM RUNNER 


WATSONVILLE HAY FIELD SCENE 
. OF SANGUINARY BATTLE 


“MOUNTED MACHINE GUN 
IS TURNED ON OFFICERS 


One Depdty Killed, Sheriff and. State: 
Traffic Officer Are Wounded While 

. They Fight Outlaws Under Cover 
of Darkness. 


Watsonville.—N. H. Rader, Salinas 
merchant, deputized to fight rum run- 
ners, is dead and Sheriff W. A. Oyer 
and a state traffic officer, Henry Liv- 
ingston, were both wounded by ma- 
chine gun bullets in a running fight 
with rum runners in a hay field ten 
miles south of this place. 

The fight began when Livingston 
and four deputy sheriffs discovered 
the convoy automobile clearing the 
way for big automobile trucks carry- 
ing loads of liquor that had been 
landed from a rum ship half a mile 
north of Moss Landing. 


Livingston commanded the automo-. 


bile to halt. The rum runners an- 
swered the command by opening fire 
with the machine gun. 

The windshield of the officer’s au- 
tomobile was shattered by the stream 
of bullets and Livingston and his 


deputies were showered by broken 


glass. 

The armored car sped away and 
then it driver sought refuge in a hay- 
field when Livingston gave pursuit. 

Surrounding the hayfield by posting 
his. deputies at wide distances, Liv- 
ingston gave them orders to hold the 
runners at bay until he could drive 
to Salinas and summon aid. 

At. Salinas, Livingston informed 

, Sheriff Oyer of the battle. The sheriff 
immediately gathered all the available 
men’ in ‘Salinas, loaded them into au- 
tomobiles: and raced back to the hay- 
field. 

The rum runners, apparently await- 
ing the arrival of other officers, 
greeted Sheriff Oyer and his deputies 
with a fusillade from the machine gun. 

The gunner operating the weapon 
sprayed the approaching officer with 

. a stream of death. Sheriff Oyer fell, 

shot through the right knee, and Offi- 
cer Livingston was struck in the leg. 


SCOPES CASE TO PROCEED

Cookeville, Tennessee.—John T. 
Scopes, public school teacher, must 
stand trial by jury in the state court 
at Dayton, Tennessee, on July 10 on a 
charge of violating the Tennessee 
statute prohibiting the teaching of 
evolution in the public schools, since 
Federal Judge John J. Gore has re- 
fused to grant the pedagogue a re- 
straining order to stop the criminal 
case. The appeal for an injunction 
asserted that Scopes’ constitutional 
rights would be violated by his trial 
in the state court. 
. John R. Neal, leading counsel for 
Scopes, said no appeal would be 
taken from Judge Gore’s ruling now, 
but that he would soon apply to Judge 
Hicks, federal judge for eastern Ten- 
Ressee, now in Detroit, for a federal 
court order in the case. —~ 


Dry Enforcement by Army 

San Francisco.—A drastic change in 
the system of handling the prohibition 
enforcement throughout the country 
will go into effect August 1, as the re- 
sult of plans recently made by Gen- 
eral L. C. Andrews, who was drafted 
by Secretary Mellon. According to the 
information the entire United States 
will be divided into twenty-two or 
more districts with an army officer 
at the head of each district. He will 
have full charge and direction of the 
administrative work of the dry forces 
and would be on leave of abagnce from 
the army on authority of ‘President 
Coolidge during that period of service.

Moonshine. whisky, flag waving, the 
promiscuous firing of six shooters 
and the shouts of the celebrants gave, 
Copperopolis a-typical western guise 
for Independence day. 

Deputy Sheriffs William and Dewey 
Hendsch, brothers, were sént to Cop- 
peropolis. They found the stimulated 
miners just as described. Many of 
them fled when they discovered that 
the deputies meant business, but one 
of them turned his revolver upon the 
brothers. 

William was shot. through the hip 
and arm and Dewey through the abdo- 
men. The latter may die. As William 
dropped to the gronnd he turned his 
weapon upon the assailaint and fired 
twice. Although evidently hit the man 
managed to escape. 

Sheriff. Joe Zwinge of Calaveras 
county conducted a posse of armed 
men to Copperopolis. Order had been 
restored to the place, but no one 
seemed to know who shot the deputies. 

A search was made of the town and 
under a bed in one of the houses Joe 
Navas was found lying wounded. 

He was taken to San Andreas hos- 
pital and the Hendsch brothers, al- 
ready being treated there, identified 
him as their assailant. Navas has two 
bullet wounds, neither of which is 
serious. He will be charged with mur- 
der in the event of the death of either 
of his victims. 


HEAVY TAX RECEIPTS PROMISE 
GREATER REDUCTION IN LEVIES 


Washington.—Additional assurances 
of heavy tax reduction were given 
when the under-secretary of the treas- 
ury, Girard B. Winston, announced 
that a complete revision of estimates 
of receipts for the next year will be 
necessary. As the result of unex- 
pectedly heavy income tax receipts, 
which were §$1,760,000,000, or above 
the estimate by $100,000,000,-the 1926 
surplus, fixed at $290,000,000 by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, will go far over that 
figure. 

Government department heads are 
laying plans for additional cuts in 
operation expenses so that the 1926 
surplus will reach $400,000,000. If 
this can be accomplished it wag un- 
derstood Secretary Mellon will agree 
to a slash in the tax bill. 


Wonld Kill Pocket Veto 

Oakland.—Senator Edgar 8. Hurley 
has announced that he would propose 
a joint rule at the next legislative ses- 
sion definitely abolishing the guber- 
natorial power to pocket measures by 
prohibiting the passage of any new 
bill within fourteen days prior to ad- 
journment, the effect of which would 
be to compel the governor to act on 
every measure sent him by the legis- 
lature before that body had actually 
adjourned. Under the present law a 
governor cannot withhold action on 
any bill for more than ten days 
while the legislature is in session; 
he must either veto it and send it 
back to the legislature or it auto- 
matically becomes law.

MANY METHODS 
OF SIGNALING 


Early Inventions for “Long- 
Distance” Talk. 


The fabulous honor of being the 
first inventor of the art of signaling, 
says the Scientific American, Is be 
stowed Ly certain classical writers 
upon the Ingenious Palamedes, but it 
ia certain that long before the time 
of the Trojan war the Egyptians and 
Assyrians, if not the Chinese and oth- 
er nations of remote antiquity—of 
whom monumental records alone re- 
main to us—had developed regular 
methods of signaling by fire, smoke, 
flags, and so on. Signals were passed 
from tower to tower of the Great Wall 
of China, and the Tower of Babel 
was a signal tower. 

Beacons are “as-old as: the hits" 
on whose summits they were placed. 
Those lighted on Mounts Ida, Athos, 
Citheron and intervening heights con- 
veyed information of the taking of 
Troy by Agamemnon. Leander was 
guided across the Hellespont by the 
signal lamp displayed. by Hero in her 
tower at Sestos. One night the lamp 
was blown out—he was drowned, and 
she then threw herself into the waves. 
Theseus, in the Argonautic expedition, 
conveyed information by colors of the 
sails hoisted, but killed his father 
through a telegraphic error; for, 
flushed with victory, he forgot his sig- 
nal, and old Aegeus, seeing the black’ 
sail, and fee!ing sure his son was dead, 
flung himself into the sea. 

The use of mirrors to flash signals 
by the sun’s rays dates back to the 
time of the pharaohs. The Persians 
are said to have considerably devel- 
oped it for purposes of war. 

The Persians, the Gauls and the Az- 
tecs communicated by relays of senti- 
hels shouting to one another, and Alex- 
ander, by means of the stentorophonic 
tube, tactician Arnios communicated 
at night by means of a tall vessel con- 
taining water, which was let out slow- 
ly by a tap aft. the bottom; on the 
water floated a cork disk carrying a 
gauge with divisions down the side, 
and on each division a separate sen- 
tence was’ inscribed. Each signaling 
point had one of these contrivances; 
and on a light being shown from one 
station it was acknowledged by the 
other, and each clepsydra opened at 
the moment. When the surface of 
the water. receded to the sentence 
required, the signaling station again 
showed a Hight, when the other stopped 
the outflow and-.read the words in- 
scribed at the water level upon the 
corresponding gauge. 

Hannibal erected watch towers m 
Africa and Spain to signal from; and 
whenever the Romans extended t.eir 
conquests in Gaul, Spain or elsewhere, 
they made use of similar signaling de- 
vices. A representation of one of their 
telegraph towers is engraved on Tro- 
jan’s column, and ruins_ of some of 
them are still to be seen in parts of 
France.

Putting Stroke With Other Clubs. 


Aside from the “hole-in-one” there | 


is no more. pleasurable’ sénsation. 
golf than an approach shot, close ‘to 
or into. the cup. It ig.the purpose of 
this article to tell how this can be 
accomplished far more offen than it fs, 
ase will take it for gratited that you 
are fairly expert with the putter and 


that you understand fully that the put- . 


ter face shall go back and come 
through the ball at right angles to pro- 
duce the overspin putt. At a distance 
of perhaps 20 feet you, find that on a 
slow green you lose accuracy through 
having to hit the ball too hard for 
your putting stroke. When this dis- 
tance is reached, 20 or 50 feet, take 
your driving iron or cleek and putt 
with tt. Forget entirely that the club 
is not a putter, Play’ exactly as if it 
were a putter. A little practice will 
make you as accurate with the driving 
tron as with the putter. 

Suppose you are off the cut surface 
of.the green, 30 to 50 feet from the 
pin. Here is a chance to use your 
head. If you can loft the ball to the 
cut surface, use a mid-iron by pref- 
erence but be sure and use the regu- 
lar putting stroke. Actually the shot 
is a piteh-and-run but it is nothing 
like the stroke necessary If you are 
more than 50 yards from the hole. It 
ig a putt pure and simple, the only 
movement being with the wrists, the 
rest of the body being held without 
the slightest motion, stiff as a wedge 
{f you wish so long as you let the 
wrists do the work freely. If the ball 
Is lying close in grass an inch long, 
better try, a jigger on account of its 
greater loft. You will find that with 
a moderate amount of practice you 
can be as certain of holing out fn one 
or two strokes under these conditions 
as with the putter from half the dis- 
tance. Then try the mashie with the 
putting stroke. Without trying for dis- 
tance, note carefully just how far the: 
ball will loft and how much of a roll 
(tt will have. Probably you will find 
that on an average you can loft the 
ball 10 or 15 feet, followed by a roll 
of the same length, by putting with 
the mashie. Now try the same shot 
over a sand trap. You can be .cer- 
tain of better results than by using the 
regular mashie stroke. By putting 
with the clubs as noted, you can‘ mia- 
terlally reduce your score. 

Muscles Must Not Be Tense: 

Perhaps the worst error, certainly 
the commonest, in the average golf 
swing is the tensing or stiffening of 
the muscles. Much of that stiffness 
is in the hands and wrists but by 
far the greater part is in the legs.
